I haye always been puzzled with that mark on the early 
coins of the Colombian Republic. One sees them now and then, 
and the counterstamps always looked to me as if they were 
engraved. I have never been able to find out just what this 
ad for and never could see anything in it except a seript 
MN. We do get other pieces counterstamped with a pomegranata 


which I think must have been to legalize them in the Province of — 


Granada in Colombia. Therefore why could these not have been 
marked for the Provinee of Medellin? :

: Excuse my delay in anewefing- your letter, but Io | 
wanted to look up one or two 6Hitimsse counterstamped pieces and” ay 
I also wanted to search for any concrete references to that woript = 
M. I can find avaeolutely nothing conclusive about it: none of the 2 
South American writérs seem te know it or what it is for. We find 
some of these pieces with a pomegranat? sounterstamp, whieh leads 
me to think they were legitimatized in the Province of Granada in 
Colombia; and ali I can think of ia that the M was to make them wage 
current in the Province of Medellin. I have examined a mumber of 
pieces, and all of them have a struck sownteratamp exoept one piece 
in cur Gellection which apparently has exactly the same monogram 
engraved on 4 one-real piece. I can see ne earthly reason for 
assigning it te Morelios. ite : 


; Your numbers 2 and 3 are cast fabrications; so is 
your number 4 JI have seen @ number of these, and from what I have 
gleaned from aoliectors, students, nd travelers these were rade 
for the natives to wear, as they were very fond of using them as 
talismans, especially th# old Spanish pieces with @ eross on the 
pack. Therefore, to supply the demand, pieces were Gast. Also, f 
understana@ some of these pieces were cast and sold to passing 
travet#essin the various seaports of Latin-Amerioa who wanted some 
numismatic souvenir of the country4/ I have seen sereral brought 
back here by travekrers who had been thus taken in. Your number 5 
is a cast from a regular Potosi coin. The previous three were cast 
from faked-up ‘originals’. | 


Number 6, although I gave it years age to Trinidad, 
- Ino longer hold this view. I really think it isa Centtal American 
counterstamp, but as yet have not been able to place it. It invariably 
comes on pesetas of the Spanish mint, Charles III, Charles IV, 
-Napoleon, and Ferdinand.
